"THE leading article in the Daily Mirror 
* last Monday belied its name, for it 
was as misleading as it was mischievous. 
Jt asked, ‘‘ How are the politicians going to 
deal with Hitler’s diplomatic offensive?” 

Then it went on to say the “veil will 
lift,” and “war is the business of soldiers, 
sailors and airmen; the Allied commanders 
are the leaders of Britain in the supreme 
crisis of their destiny.... They under- 
stand little, they probably care less for the 
game of politics. What is feeble in the 
political field they will sweep away. Have 
faith then in our military leaders.” 

This is an attempt at seduction with a 
vengeance! Military dictatorships have 
inevitably led to ruin. Whether it be a 
Napoleon or a Hitler who tries to rule by 
the sword, the inevitable result has been 
—disaster. If politics were considered less 
a “game” and more of a “ business,” then 
the politicians would have set the world 
on a fair course many years ago. 

It is because of vested interests and the 
sense of nationalism that the world is in 
such a sorry state today. 

The world conceived as an organization 
where all its resources are harnessed for 
the best utilitarian purposes of all, may 
now seem a fantastic dream, but it will be 
only through such a conception that peace 
wil) be finally implemented. There are no 
short cuts, the path may be long and the 
journey a tedious one, yet it will only be 
by efforts of this kind that right will 
triumph over might. 

War is not the business of soldiers, 
sailors and airmen, they are only the pup- 
pets of rival imperialisms, 

“ Business” is conducted for profit and

bankruptcy and may mean the destruction 
of millions of lives. The Daily Mirror must 
be very hard put to it to find good “ copy ” 
if it must resort to arguments which will 
not hold water when objectively examined. 


The Root Trouble 


| is reliably estimated that the war is 

already cOsting Denmark £100,000 every 
week through the loss of export trade to 
this country, which consists, largely, of 
bacon, butter, eggs, &c. The German 
suomarine activity, it is stated, is respon- 
sible in the main for the decline. 

Naturally this is a very serious matter 
for a small country which is so dependent 
upon a single market for its prosperity. 
One third of the population, in more 
normal times, lives by means of agricul- 
ture. Denmark exports more butter than 
any other country in the world and pro- 
duces bacon in excess of every other 
country with the exception of the USA. 

dere is an instance—one of many— illus- 
trating how impossible it is to localize. 
war. Neutral countries suffer as well as bel- 
ligerent ones. When such factors are more 
generally understood the sooner it will be 
realized that blind nationalism is likely to 
Jead to further chaos.

NO BAN ON 
PUBLIC MEETING 
—Official 


OLLOWING reports that the police had 
prevented open-air meetings from con- 
tinuing after 7p.m., Stuart Morris, chair- 
man of the Peace Pledge Union, has 


obtained a ruling from the Home Office. 

The latter state that, although under Section 
39 (e) of the Defence of the Realm Act the Home 
Secretary has the power to prohibit meetings of 
allt kinds, he has not yet exercised that power, 
and the police have therefore no authority for 
closing meetings which otherwise are orderly. 

Writing to the News Chronicle Mr. Ronald 
Kidd, Secretary of the National Council for Civil 
Liberties also makes it clear that no Defence 
Regulation has been passed forbidding the 
holding of public or private meetings. 

“No Mayor, Justice of the Peace, chief officer 
of police or other official, therefore, has any legal 
right to ban meetings unless he is expressly 
authorized by a Secretary of State to do so,” he 
writes. “Any local official who cannot produce 
such written authority is going beyond his 
powers if he purports to ban meetings under the 
Emergency Powers (Defence) Act or the regu- 
lations made thereunder, and his ban Js 
invalid.”

There must be no spirit of vindictiveness 
like that which characterized the Paris 
Conference, nor must a bloc of imperial- 
istic Powers be allowed to maintain the 
Status quo. No hoodwinking this time 
through backdoor methods like mandatory 
Powers, and so on. 

The only way the liquidation of im- 
perialism will be made an essential basis 
for the future peace of mankind will be 
through the mobilization of mass opinion, 
and it will primarily depend on our own 

“personal attention to this matter, precisely 
how far public demands are effectively 
organized. 

Every one of us is a channel through 
which public opinion is formulated, and in 


ately and properly informed upon the more 
constructive results which may evolve 
from what looks so much like an over- 
whelming catastrophe. 

If we can divert our minds and energies 
frem the horror and natural revulsion 
against war to positive peace proposals, at 
once, there may stiil be a possibility that 
order will arise through all the chaos. 


New War: Old Causes 


A correspondent writes: 

"TWO thousand years ago, Thucydides 

wrote of the fatal war between Athens 
and Sparta, that what he considered to be 
the real cause was the one most kept out 
of sight. 

Twenty-four years ago, on March 8, 1915, 
The Times corrected current ideas about 
the cause of the last war. Belgium was not 
the prime cause. “ We do not set up to be 
international Don Quixotes.” We had “re- 
verted to our historical policy of the 
balance of power .. .” for “self-regarding 
and even selfish reasons.” 

In his History of England, of 1926, G. M. 
Trevelyan wrote that (including the last 
war) England had fought four great wars, 
each for the double end of the balance of 
power in Europe and “her own mercantile 
and colonial future beyond the ocean.” 

Lord Halifax, in document No. 25 of the 
new Blue Book (H.M. Stationery Office, 
Is.) appears as saying, in June last, that 
“British policy is... only following the 
inevitable line of its own history.” But he 
limited himself, further, to the defence of 
the liberties of nations. What further light 
does the Blue Book give? 


Uneommunicative 
HERR HITLER has first place. Up to 

* January 30 last he figures as the friend 
of Poland. The next document from Ger- 
many is dated April 28; Hitler then de- 
mands Danzig and denounces the German- 
Polish treaty of friendship. 

What happened in Berlin in between? 
Two lines in these two hundred pages men- 
tion “certain discussions” extending into 
“the early part of 1939 "—and that is all. 

So, in greater length, we have only the 
story previously known. Poland claims 
that a “free city” of Danzig existed cen- 
turies before the Treaty of Versailles. 
Quite true. But at that time Belgium was 
within the Empire which represented 
Germany. 

However, we learn again that Poland 
will discuss Danzig only in its “separate 
character”; while five days after the offi- 
cial Polish statement, the House of Com- 
mons is told (on March 31) that Britain has 
guaranteed Poland’s independence. 

Did the guarantee altogether originate 
on that same day? The Blue Book is silent. 


That Guarantee 
POLAND then backs our independence! 
Any European Power attempting to 
undermine us by “ economic penetration or 
in any other way” will have Poland 
against her, If war results, peace will not 


be made “except by mutual agreement.” 
Again we are tied to Poland. 

What is the Polish attitude that we thus 
support? Polish discussions of Danzig 
* were solely based on good will.” There 
was “no obligation of any sort.” (August 
10.) Aggression is anything * which might 
tend to ccmpromise (in Danzig) Polish 
“rights and interests.” “A self-respecting 
nation does not make unilateral conces- 
sions.” (What we have we hold!) “We in 
Poland do not recognize the conception of 
“peace at any price’!” (M. Beck on May 5.) 
“There is only one thing... without 
price, and that is honour.” 

On September 1 it was said in Berlin, 
for Germany, that “if His Majesty’s Gov- 
ernment had been as active vis-a-vis 
Poland, as they had been vis-a-vis Ger- 
many, a settlement would have been 
reached at an early stage.” 

Whatever this possibility in the “ad- 
mittedly dynamic condition” of Germany, 
and after the military occupation of 
Czecho-Slovakia, there is little of the spirit 
of mediation in the despatches from Berlin 
and Warsaw. There are passages that read 
as if the British Ambassador were repre- 
senting Poland; while his colleague in 
Warsaw frequently seems more Polish 
than the Poles. Even on August 30 the 
latter is urging upon London the impossi- 
bility of Poland “now they have Great 
Britain as their ally” accepting anything 
beyond the terms refused in March. 


Balance of Power Again 
DUT (page 128) the Government on 
ed August 28 was speaking to Germany 
of another world war as “a calamity with- 
out parallel in history.” And it is evident 
that despite the character we give him, 


Hitler listened. He, himself, initiated 
another effort for peace. And, if I have 
read correctly, acting like the Tsar’s 


generals in 1914, von Ribbentrop, at this 
final minute, carried out his leader's in- 
structions in such a manner as to cause 
them to fail. 


Why did we not mediate? Why did we 
not show an equal concern for the “vital 
interests” of both countries? Even a Nazi 
Germany, had it been one-tenth as power- 
ful, would have evoked a more judicial 
attitude. The answer is in the doctrine of 
the balance of power. A nation of (now) 
eighty millions. at least as masterful as 
ourselves, is a danger. It must be counter- 
weighted. And this doctrine roots more 
deeply. It roots in the competitive con- 
ception of life. Nations must grow, struggle, 
and emerge as masters, or decay. It is the 
law of the past. 

Real pacifists differ to the quick of their 
being Nations, we say. need not, must not, 
remain in such a jungle. The balance of 
power and all its roots are condemned. To- 
day it does not breed strength, but misery 
and waste. So we proclaim the law of co- 
operative peace. By that we want to live 
—or, if we must, die. 


Christians and the War 


ETTERS published in our correspon- 
dence columns last week and the 
week before served as very necessary 
qualifications of the criticism which it is 
all too easy to make of “ the church.” 

The very quotation marks reproduced 
round these words and used in the heading 
on two of the letters indicate the chief 
qualification that anyone criticizing utter- 
ances and actions made in the name of re- 
ligion should always bear in mind. 

But apart from the avowedly pacifist members 
of the Church, others are, sometimes at least, 
to be heard approaching the pacifist point of 
view—although. of course, that is no more than 
Pacifists expect of them. Here is an example 
I have come across lately: 

“IT beg the clergy at all costs to remember 
the universal gospel, and not to give way to 
nationalist emotions,” writes the Bishop of 
Chichester in his October Diocesan Leaflet. 
Christians, he adds, must from the start do their 
very best fo prepare for a just peace. 

A fortnight ago we published one of the 
prayers in the “Form of Prayer” for use on 
the national day of prayer. It has since been 
pointed out in a letter in Peace News that this 
prayer was not, as was supposed, written by the 
present Archbishop of Canterbury. Another 
correspondent now points out that our extract 
was from the second of two alternative prayers, 
the first being as follows: 

“O Almighty God, who art a most strong 
tower to all them that put their trust in thee: 
Be now and evermore our defence: grant us 
victory, if it be thy will; and hasten the time 
when war shall cease in al! the world; through 
Jesus Christ our Lord.” 

“What finer prayer can we asi frem a 
non-pacifist nation at war?” asks the corres- 
pondent who sent this. 

In his parish magazine the Rev. C. G. Holland, 
Vicar of Ewell, Surrey, urges that we should 
“at least leave God as a neutral.” 

“Can we suppose,” he asks, “that a God of 
love will superintend the aim of our rifles, 
machine-guns, artillery and aerial bombs, that 
they may kill and maim.., ?”

“Democracies Must State Peace 


Aims—and What They Will Give” 


To the Editor of 


ANY are asking, with Mr. Lloyd 

George, whether—despite the manifest 
shortcomings of Hitler’s speech—these are 
sufficient “to warrant a refusal (on the 
part of Great Britain and France) to enter 
into a conference of nations, including 
neutrals, to examine the possibility of 
reaching a just and durable peace.” 

Whatever the answer to this question, 
there is widespread agreement that the 
democratic Powers will vitally fail in their 
responsibilities if they do not take this 
opportunity to announce in precise terms 
their own conception of the basis of a 
desirable peace and the contributions they 
are prepared to make toward its realiza- 
tion. 

There is, I believe, a considerable body 
of opinion in this country which would 
desire to see included in any such pro- 
nouncement proposals for 

(a) A concerted attempt to develop economic 
co-operation and improve standards of living 

(with specific undertakings on the part of 

Great Britain and the Dominions in regard to 


the revision of imperial economic policy for 
this purpose); 

(b) The submission of all dependent terri- 
tories and mandated areas not ripe for self- 
government to a federal control or some other 
form of international control ensuring the 
abolition of exploitation and monopoly, the 
safeguarding of the welfare and progress of

the native peeples and the availability of raw 

materials on equal terms to every nation; 

(c) The granting by Great Britain of respon- 
sible self-government to India; 

(ad) A drastic general disarmament covering 
all weapons; 

(e) The establishment of the necessary 
machinery for a federal organization and con- 
trol, over regional or wider areas, of economic 
relations, police functions, communieations, 
&c. 

(f) The restoration of aulonomy—uitimately 
within a federal scheme—to those parts of 
Poland having indisputably Polish pepulations, 
and to Bobemia and Moravia. 

If our Government could be persuaded 
to make proposals of this character and 
simultaneously to urge the President of the 
United States to invite all Powers— 
belligerent and neutral—to an international 
congress for the consideration of all the 
issues raised by the German offer and the 
Anglo-French reply, there would be some 
solid hope of an honourable and hopeful 
escape from the immense hazards of 
continuing this war. 

All who desire such an escape should, 
within the next few days, relentlessly press 
this two-fold policy upon the Government.

MEANWHILE here are signs that some

in Europe since time immemorial, which all 
Americans renounced when they left Europe's 
shores behind them and which are definitely net 
worth the bones of one American *doughboy or 
one doilar spent on a foreign war. 

“Friends of Britain and France in Washing- 
ton hope that it will soon be possible for those 
Governments to put an end to innuendoes by 4 
clear statement of aims. going beyond th: 
avowed intention to ‘smash Hitlerism’ vhich 
they feel is merely a preliminary, and declaring 
what sort of Europe a victorious Britain and 
France will desire to see rebuilt. 

But many Americans will be keeping a

Storm Jameson’s 
message to the 
world’s writers 


The London Centre of the International 
PEN Club, a world association of writers, 
has sent a message to all other centres— 
about fifty—throughout the world. 


Signed by Storm Jameson, President of the 
PEN Club, it opens with a declaration 
that “in what has come to be called 
totalitarian war the life of the spirit is as 
mueh threatened as the life of the body, 
and its death ts the greater disaster. . . 


“If the fearful urgencies of war ure 
allowed to invade every part of life, not 
only our homes but our minds, and not, 
only our minds, but the reason or imagi-

refusing to be led by the nose by our 
leaders. 

Probably we pride ourselves too easily. 
But undeniably there are among us enough 
stubborn individuals to give trouble to any 
over-eager authority. 

We are justified in speaking of our tradi- 
tion of freedom. At war with a totalitarian 
State, we run a terrible risk of losing this 
freedom. One prohibition and regulation 
follows another to make us militarily 
efficient. 

Free speech, never much liked by 
authority, is discovered to be a danger. It 
is impossible to allow much freedom of 
action. All must be kept under observa- 
tion, all must obey. 

People must be told what it is expedient 
for them to know. They must write what 
can serve or at least cannot hinder the 
interests of a State at war. 

In this way our inherited right to discuss 
and inquire freely is easily taken from us. 
If we are not very careful, a freedom 
which has taken centuries to grow will in 
a few months be cut back by nervous or 
jealous authorities. 

No-one has a closer interest in guarding 
this freedom than writers. We want to 
save the forms of civilization as they exist 
for us in our fields, homes, and cities. But 
without the spirit the form would be worth 
less to us. It would be worth very little. 
Therefore we must not allow our minds to

submit to any restraint that may be 
imposed by war on our bodies. 


Tell the Trath 


"THE writer spends his life trying to give 


a correct account of what he feels; * 


trying to penetrate the nature of reality ; 
trying to communicate the result of his ex- 
periments and exploration; in short, try- 
ing to tell the truth. 

In peace-time he is not often molested in 
his pursuit of truth, though he will be 
made clearly to understand that he is 
pleasing himself. Governments at war only 
care about truth if it is useful. The dis- 
interested pursuit of truth in war-time is 
at best useless; at worst, a danger to the 
State. 

The old quarrel between truth and ex- 
pediency is settled at once, in favour of 
expediency. 

A State can support itself for a time by 
telling lies, but at the cost of corroding the 
very bases of civilization, which rests—it 
can rest nowhere else—on the trust one 
man, one body of men, one country, can 
place in the others. When this is destzoyed, 
the whole falls into rottenness. 

The first to suffer by the suppression of 
truth, writers ought to be ceaselessly and 
anxiously on watch. If they are forbidden 
to publish truth, they can remember, and 
wait their time. They can discourage lies, 
and what are worse, half-lies.

RITERS sometimes talk as 
W oheusn they were the only 

friends of civilization. This 
is their conceit. But they have 
special powers to serve—or to 
corrupt — civilization, and = are 
obliged to use them. 

At this moment we see that the 
civilization we know most. inti- 
mately, having been brought up by 
it, is abominably in danger. 

If we should have a long war, we shall 
begin to hate whole nations, and to wish to 
punish them by every means in our power. 
We shall justify ourselves in using hideous 
means by the excuse that they shorten the 
war. Or the enemy nation will be the first 
to use such means and we shall retaliate. 


We, a democratic nation, have begun war 
with the greatest reluctance, with no aim 
except to curb aggression. We see already, 
and shall see more clearly in a short time, 
the extreme difficulty of fighting a war 
without the help of an aggressive spirit in 
ourselves. If we are to be stiffened to a 
conclusive war, we shall learn to hate. 


If we suffer horrors we shall be tempted 
to return them, even though civilization 
cannot survive another merciless slaughter. 
The irrationality we have deplored in Nazi 
Germany will take hold on us. In our 
effort as defenders of civilization we shall 
end by cutting its throat. 


Must Hinder 
-  Hate-Mongering 


it is a duty of writers to hinder in every 
way the growth of hatred and contempt 
for the enemy nation. A writer who per- 
suades us to hate is ensuring that we are 
unfit to make peace. 


One of his tasks is to keep us sane; to 
remind us that certain forms of warfare 
can be used only at the cost of destroying 
civilization ; to stiffen us against the in- 
decency, the blunders, of hate and revenge. 

We, a democratic nation, have long been 
“ecustomed to think, speak, and write with 
a notable freedom. We pride ourselves on 


"THE Prime Minister is due to speak what 

purports to be the British mind on 
Herr Hitler’s speech before this paper is 
in readers’ hands. 

We cannot be sure, as I write, just what 
he will say. But we can be sure that what- 
ever it is, if reason and humanity (not to 
mention statesmanship) have not quite fled 
this country, it will not be a final vrord in 
the sense thet the door has been completely 
barred to peace. 

In these circumstances, the admirable 
letter from the Directing Secretary of the 
National Peace Council which we publish 
on page 2 of this issue should still serve as 
an up-to-the-minute lead to the peace move- 
ment—including all those thousands (if not 
millions) who have never bothered to take 
part in any movement before but who are 
now daily increasing the number of those 
who desire the war to be stopped. 

It is to be hoped—and in some quarters 
confidently expected—that that desire will 
be expressed today, in the most striking 
manner possible just now, by the electors 
of Clackmannan. But it must be followed 
up and pressed home until a way is found 
to negotiate peace. 

That we should be suspicious, to say the 
least, of peace proposals put forward by 
one whose broken promises are still so 
fresh in our minds is understandable. 

But does that mean we are to have no 
peace at our own price either? 


Acts of War 


Not that it is a question, actually, of 
peace at anybody's price, in the sense of a 
peace that suits one party only. 

Such a peace proposal belongs to those 
“ statements made in time of war” which 
a military correspondent of The Times 
points out “ must be regarded as in a sense 
acts of war.” They are unreal as state- 
ments of genuine proposals of peace be- 
cause, being made with more than an eye 
on the military situation, they are “of 
necessity as much a weapon of war as is 
a smoke-screen.” 

But a military correspondent may, by the 
same token, be expected to see the German 
proposals only from the point of view of 
his own country’s military strategy. Those 
who have a ‘larger view ‘of the situation, 
bearing in mind such considerations as the 
events of recent years and the essential 
oneness of mankind, will hardly fail to 


realize that there have been many speeches 
(as well as acts), ever since 1918, which 
have been battles in the war that has not 
really stopped since 1914. 


- 

OR have they come from only one side. 

* They have been much a part of our 
own practice of the method of power poli- 
tics as of Herr Hitler’s, if not of other Ger- 
man statesmen’s use of what power they 
could get to further their country’s 
interests. 

To reject the German proposals out of 
hand as an act of war is “worse than a 
crime: it is a mistake.” For the point is 
not how to deal with acts of war, whether 
from the mouths of guns or dictators, but 
how to stop war. 

It is not to be stopped by carrying it on. 
Neither is answering a peace proposal that 
is really an act of war with another of the 
same order going to end war. | 


Reply to Hitler 


The British reply to Herr Hitler, there- 
fore, if it is to express the real will of the 
British people for peace, must not only be 
in the form of a counter proposal, but must 
consist of a proposa! that wil! really ensure 
peace. 

Again, the Directing Secretary of the 
National Peace Council suggests in his 
letter the possible lines of such a proposal. 

But whatever the details cf any pro- 
posals may be—and they should not be too 
detailed to admit of any discussion or ad- 
justment—they must be such as_ will 
remove both the causes and all foreseeable 
occasions of aggression.

THUS, if it has been (as it undoubtedly 

has) the pursuit of conflicting national 
interests by means of power, of one sort or 
another, that has kept the world virtually 
continuously at war, then clearly the first 
essential of any plan that holds the 
slightest prospect of bringing peace must

Try the Possible 


That, obviously, is not an impossible 
thing to ask. Is it impossible, then, that 
the form of organization should be such as 
to ensure for all the basic needs of life ?

IN the eighteen years of its existence the

Urges 


Call for Conjerence 
of Neutrals 


PRESIDENT ROOSEVELT was urged, to 

call a conference of neutral countries, 
to put forward recommendations for end- 
ing the war, in a resolution adopted by the 
executive committee of the British Section 
of the Women’s International League for 
Peace and Freedom last week. 

“There should be no summary rejection 
of proposals to end the war, but any pro- 
posals should be considered by neutral 
Powers,” added the resolution. 

Another resolution urged the British 
Government to make clear the terms on 
which it would be willing to make peace, 
and continued: 

“ We urge further that the terms should inctude 
the recognition of equality of race, and of the 
rights and liberties of the individual, and respect 
for the integrity of small as well as great nations. 

“As an earmest of its acceptance of these 
fundamental principles we urge the Government 
to make clear its intention of bringing India into 
free and equal partnership in the family of 
nations”

Radical Peace Plan 
Urged on Premier 


- Thirty prominent and_ representative 
men and women have addressed a letter 
to the Prime Minister supporting the 
National Peace Council’s appeal that there 
should be no precipitate rejection of any 
peace proposals which may be submitted 
by or on behalf of Germany (reported in 
last week’s Peace News). 

The letter says: 

“We strongly support the opinion that any 
such terms should not be rejected ‘ out of hand'; 
that they should be examined with a view to the 
possibility of finding a preliminary basis for con-

“Stop the War.” 

This appears to have been done all over 
the town in probably nearly 100 places. 

Ten thousand leaflets, covering half the 
town, were also distributed in one night— 
even as late as midnight.

from all countries, by a scheme to be worked 
out by the nations forthwith, as a permanent 
basis for world peace and to be accompanied by 
rapid disarmament on all sides by successive 
stages.” :

London COs’ Tribunal Continues 


Its Work 


POINTS APPLICANTS 
SHOULD WATCH 


Since the following report was written the 
London Tribunal has met again on Tues- 
day of this week, when they appeared to 
be adopting a stricter attitude and putting 
as many as possible on to the Military 
Service Register for non-combatant 
Duties. 

They were occasionally at pains to point 
out that this did not necessarily mean 
ambulance work and in this connexion 
we would draw readers’ attention to the 
information for conscientious objectors, 
particularly on this point, given on page 
seven. 

By a “ Peace News” Reporter 


A® the London tribunal for conscientious 

objectors settled down to its long 
task, last week (after the first day, reported 
in last week’s Peace News, when it might 
be supposed to have been feeling its way), 
it became clearer that its main desire was. 
if not to put men as near the fighting line as 
possible, at any rate to ensure that as few 
as possible shall be entirely free. On the 
third day the tribunal began to announce 
its decision publicly. 

Thus while one more (in addition to the 
one on Tuesday) was given absolute ex- 
emption, out of the 40 dealt with on Thurs- 
day and Friday of iast week, the complete 
rejections were reduced from 5 (on Tues- 
day) to 4, on Thursday, and 3, on Friday. 
On the other hand, those registered for 
non-combatant military duties, on the three 
days, numbered 5, 4, and 5 respectively, 
while those given alternative service 
jumped from 2 (on Tuesday) and 3 (on 
Thursday) to 14, on Friday. 


Alternative Service 


This question of alternative service is a rather 
crucial one. The position of people put into 
any of the other categories, even if they object, 
is straightforward. Either they are given what 
they were quite willing to accept, or they are 
more or less clear that they must refuse. 


But what of those given alternative service 
(conditional exemption)? Some of these, too, 
were quite content with it, but probably most 
have at least an uneasy feeling that they have 
been as effectively conscripted for war service 
as have those whose form of service is most 
obviously military. Yet how can some, at any 
rate, of those resist the decision? 

For in ten of Friday’s 14 cases under this 
category the alternative service was to remain 
at their present employment or to do work 
which they were not doing only because they 
had failed to find employment in it. The jobs 
ranged from that of a student for the ministry 
to that of the man who had been making parts 
of shells (on a lathe) for three months without 
knowing it! 

Both of these had to remain at their jobs. The 
former’s is on the list of reserved occupations— 
i.e., those deemed to be of such importance to 
the war effort that employees therein are 
reserved for them and forbidden to join the 
fighting forces. 


What Questions Showed 


The other jobs which were given as conditions 
of exemption were: teaching, accountancy, 
clerical work, employment in a chemical works 
(for a prospective chemical student), engineer- 
ing (in one case for a man already engaged in 
repairing balloon barrage motors), machine 
minding (for a man already doing that in a 
munition works), and ARP work (for a man 
already in a first aid stretcher party). 

In two other cases the work was not specified 
by the tribunal publicly, and in the remaining 
two cases of alternative service, the work 
specified had nothing to do with the applicant's 
present employment or past training. (In all 
cases where the tribunal specifies some work 
the Minister of Labour may direct the man tec 
undergo training). 

Both these last were clerks, and both were 
ordered to do agricultural wark. One of them 
expressed a preference for land work, but the 
other was unwilling to do any other work than 
the job as preacher which an evangelistic mission 
had already offered him, subject to his being 
unconditionally exempt from military service. 

If these decisions appear to contain any 
inconsistencies on the part of the tribunal, their 
questions and remarks indicated ao more con- 
sistent determination that. in one way or 
another, those brought before them should be 
made to assist the war. 

Thus, when the man just referred to was 
asked what sort of work he would do, and 
answered that he wanted to work with the 
evangelistic mission, a tribunal member said, 
“No, no—work for the nation.” It was the 
representative of the Minister of Labour (whom 
the tribunal allowed to put questions to appli-

The 
number of people who arrived severely taxed 
the accommodation they had prepared at the 
Friends’ Meeting House, and there were about 
twice as many there as had been expected. 
The feeling of the mecting was very much in 
their favour, and Stuart Morris's address was 
very well received. 

Two new signatures were obtained and two 
or three more are expected soon. Two dozen 
copies of Peace News were sold, as well as 
various booklets, and several hundred leaflets 
were taken away, including the latest Stop the 
War leaflet. 

The audience appeared to be drawn principally 
from religious and intellectual circles, rather 
than from political circles. A favourable report 
has appeared in the local press, in the midst 
of all the ARP news. 


West Wickham Demands a Truce 


ETTERS signed by the West Wickham Group, 
together with the local Fellowship of Re- 
conciliation Group and League of Nations Union 
Branch, are being delivered in addressed 
envelopes to every house in West Wickham, Kent. 
They call upon residents to **demand a truce so 
that the question of real European reconstruc- 
tion can be considered.” The National Peace 
Council's Peace Aims and the German People 
leaflet is also included. 

West Wickhara group meets every Monday and 
Thursday and firstaid classes are being held. 
In addition it is hoped shortly to open a per- 
manent information bureau in conjunction with 
the Fellowship of Reconciliation. 


Miss Gamble at Newark 


182 Newark group is actively encouraging 
closer fellowship between its members and 
unattached pacifists, several of whom have 
attended the two meetings held since the out- 
break of war. 

Last month Miss Mary Gamble met local 
pacifists informally. In her talk, she said she 
thought for pacifists, the great. encouraging, 
inspiring thought at this time should be that 
they were building for the future, and with that 
in mind they should press on with the three great 
essentials in the building of the pacifist state— 


self-conversion, the conversion of others, and the 
conversion of the world. 

The immediate task for pacifists, said Miss 
Gamble, was to urge on the Government the 
necessity for publishing, without delay, reasonable 
peace terms, and to spread the desire for peace 
among individuals by bringing home to them, 
through a heightening of their imaginations, the 
real nature of the horrors now being perpetrated 
in the prosecution of the war.

Alternative Service 


When this is ordered by a tribunal as a condi- 
tion of registration as a CO, it means that the 
CO can take any employment he likes, or can 
get, provided it is of the nature specified by the 
tribunal. No allowance, therefore, is made by 
the State for the objector’s dependants, since 
he remains a “ breadwinner” in the ordinary 
way. 


Non-Combatant Duties 


Assuming. as we probably can, that the pro- 
visions will be the same as for the Military 
Training Act in this respect, only “a limited 
number of conscientious objectors ... who are 
registered in the Military Training Register as 
persons liable to be employed only in non- 
combatant duties may be posted to such corps 
as the Royal Army Medical Corps, Royal Army 
Pay Corps, Royal Army Veterinary Corps, or 
Army Dental Corps.” according to an official 
statement. The remainder will be posted to 
non-combatant Labour Corps, which will involve 
them in (a) foot drill without arms, (b) physical 
training, (c) passive air defence, (d) anti-gas, 
(e) decontamination of rearward areas. 

Anyone refusing to comply with an order to 
do non-combatant duties would be subject to 
sentence by court martial to anything up to 
two years’ imprisonment. But if the sentence 
were 3 months or more—and provided it is for 
an offence committed in this country—he could 
apply to have his case considered by the 
Appellate Tribunal. which “ shall, if it finds that 
the offence for which he was sentenced was 
committed by reason of such _ conscientious 
objection... have power to recommend. . 
that he be discharged from service in the armed 
forces of the Crown as soon as may be after 
serving the sentence imposed upon him.” Such 
a recommendation must be acted upon. 


Appeals 

The method of appeal against any decision of 
a tribunal is clearly set out in the official 
written notification to each applicant of the 
decision. Will anyone who is appealing please 
inform Peace News and the National Joint 
Advisory Bureau as soon as he is summoned to 
appear before the Appellate Tribunal.

In the week 
ahead we hope to do even better, and on 
polling day we trust our efforts will be 
rewarded by a verdict that will astonish the 
Governments of the world. 
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
